Window boxes dress up 
certain types of houses and 
cottages. They also can 
provide opportunity to 
some of you to do a bit of 
gardening even though you 
may not have a piece of 
land in which to plant 
some flowers. 


If you live In a city apart- 
ment you will probably have 
to get permission to have a 
window box. There are re- 
gulations about such things.
